becauſe in the {tate 0: tranſgreffion the curte 

ſtands, in which, glory and riches are an utter 
curſe untoall mankind, and therefore the eternal God of 
glocious wiſcom will not give the glory ard riches of pro- 
miſe unto the Fews according to their foolith Expetitions, 
having ordained a better thing for them then they do be- 
lieve or are aware of, wch will fiſt make them :{z4 before 
he gives them their expeRacions of the glory apd riches 5f 
promiſe, thattheglory & riches which they do expc& may 
not be as the @yails between the teeth of their Fathers in 
the wildernefſe, when it {hall be given them according to 
the covenant of promiſe, to which purpoſe he will firſt pre- 
pare the way, and bring them inco ſich a ſtate wherein 
they may be enabled to hold all the good in the bleſſing 
' (where curſe ſhall never be any more} when he opens the 
large Heavens of his everlaſting mercies, and rains it down 
in full thowers of over-fpreading clouds upon their heads. 
And mychinks itis very marvellous that they (having the 
ancient Prophets writings, and reading them fo frequent 
and often amongit themſeives as they do) ſhould be fo 
much vailed in their underſtandings, and blinded from 
the true knowledge, as not to perceive this thing, And as 
gain mythinks it ſhould be a very ſtrange and marvellcus 
ching unto any low, poor, humane capacity, that they 
(having theScriptures ofthe Prophets, reading them, and 
p: ofeſling belief of them all) ſhould be fo excream dark 
and ftupid of underſtanding, as not to perceivethe under- 
mentioned particulars, concerning the M-ſtzh, 

1. That fac-» prophecying over the twelve Tribes of 
his houſe, reli: them what ſhould befail chem inthe later 
dayes, ſaid to Judah, The Scepter ſhall not depart from Jus 
dah, or a Lawoiver from between his {eet until Shiloh come, 
and unto him ſhall the gathering of the people be, which if Shiloh 
had not come before the Scepter was departed, and before 
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the Lawgivers were all gone away, and the houſe of Fudah 
left without a Teraphim, without a SanGuary, without a 
Sacrifice, and withour a T: eeching Prieſt (according to the 
words of another Prophet propheſted unto their Fathers, 
and fulfilled on them {ince the dayes of their laſt great cap- 
tivity) then muſt they needs make F2c05 (the Father of 
the twelve Tribes} an abſolute Liar, and not a true Pro- 
pher of the true God, and lo deny themſelves. to be his 
teed, and conſequently not to have any right unto that 
glory and riches of promiſe that is covenanted to his true 
feed, 

2, That unto $h:{9þ the gathering of the people were, 

and now are, even numerous and by very great multi- 
eudes, as Iſaiah ſaid, I will provoke them unto jealvuſie by a fool- 
if: Nation, the which Malach: explained ſaying, my Name 
hall be great among the Gentiles, 
: 2. Thathecametoa tittle in manner and order as Tſaiah 
ſpeaks of, born of a virgin, which if ſhe had known man be- 
fore his birth, then had it not been of a virgin, but the 
Prophet a Liar; but the power of conception and birch did 
anſwer the word of promiſe, that the prophelie might be 
fulfilled. | 

4- That hecame to the utmoſt point according to Tſaz. 
poor, low, humble, meek, upon an Aſſe and the foal of an Aſſe, de- 
ſpiſed, without form or comlineſſe, exceedingly humbled, a man of 
ſorrows acquainted with grief, led like a Lamb to the ſlaughter, 
ſ«ppoſed to be ſmitten of God, but w.ss wounded for our tranſyreſſi- 
ons, bore our priefs, and by his ſtripes we are healed, and as Da- 
ael (aid Meſſiah ſhould be cut off, z20t for himſelf, but for the (ins 
of the people, | : 

5- Thar he alſo was cut off anſwerable to the prophelie 
of Facob concerning the houſes of Simeon andLevi/ by whom 
the ſews laſt great curſe of captivity came) as Face faid, 
curſed be their wrath, for in their anger they ſlew a man, and in 
their ſelj-will they digged down a wall, Oh! that they did buc 
fee the wall thatis dug down by the chief Levites and El- 
ders of Simeon that took counſel againſt the man and flew 
him, chat they might know that the excream curſe hath 
followed theiranger,as their father Fxcobrold them ſhould 
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happen in the later dayes, doubtlefſe then they would loch 
upon him whom ihey have pierced, and mourn for kim in that 
fore manner'of imourning as irwas: in the day of Hada- 
arinmon in the valley of Megiddon, and come to [ee him in 
what they yer fee himnor; to wit, 

6. That hecamie by name and in nature according to 
Iſa. called Inmanvel, thatisto ſay, God with us, the eternal 
Father, the everlaſting Counſellor, the Prince of peace, which is 
plain and manifeſt opened by T/aiah; to wit, 

7. That he came a /:ght, for a way, & a high« way which the 
rayfaring men though jools Cannot erre therein, a light unto the 
Gentiles, that he might be the ſalvation of God to the ends of the 
earth, a LLawgiver on whom the Tſles ſhall wait ro receivethe 
Law from his mouth, for a Leader and Captain of Salvation. 

I have cauſe again and again to ſay it is a very marvel- 
lous thing, and to double admirations a thonſand times 
Over and over again, that the Fews ſhould be fo extreamly 
darkned as not to believe in deed and in truth in their 
hearts,the very things that they confeſſe they believe with 
their tongues outwardly, and foplainly knowing that the 
Meſſiah was tocome in all things according tothe Prophets, 
betore the Scepter was departed from Fudah, and a Lawgiver 
from between his feet, to be born > @ virgin, tocall the Gen« 
tiles, to come in.a way poor, low, humble,meek,deſpiſled, 
without form or comlinetſe, a man of ſorrows, acquainted 
with grief, to be led like @ | ambto the ſla:ghrer, and to be 
{lain in cheanger of S$1meor and Levi, for whom the fami- 
lies of FJ*42h muſt mourn, having pierced him; for if he 
were not thus come, and had not thus ſuffered already, 
then inftead of che riches and glory of promiſe, that they 
look for by his coming, muſt yer bring down a further 
curſe upon their heads, becaule as {ure as it was propheſied 
thac he ſhould come, focertain it was propheſted that he 
ſhould come in this menner, and likewiſe fo certain th at 
the Jewes ſnouid flay him, and bring upon themſelves a 
k [s ir nor therefore unſpeakably 
marvellous, that they are yet fo exceeding blind as not 6q 
know thei g00d from their evil, their blefling trom taeir 

'o plainly cold ut by Iſa, Mala, Zach. and other 
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" Prophers, yea and by Tſrael himſelf their Father,of whoſe 
Loyns the Twelve Tribes were ? For if they thould be 
made partakers of the Riches and Glory of promiſe, be- 
forethey had {lain him, co. {lay him afcerwards ( whoſe 
ſlaughter of necefſii y muit be by chem, ſas Iſa. Dan. 8 Facob 
their Father told chem] in the anger of S207 and Levy, 
to the brezking down the Wall and bringing the curſe) 
would be a moſt perfideousand deſperate wicked requital 
of him for the riches and glory received from him, and 
then alſo chey muſt needs looſe it again, by the means of 
breaking down the Wall, and bringing the curſe upon 
themſelves through his {Jaughter. | 

Alas, my thinks if their eyes were butin the leaſt mea-_ 
ſure open, they could not chuſe but think that the God 
of Moſes who led their Fathers through che Red Ser, is 
faithfull and true ( though they be exceeding incredus- 
lous ) who hath Covenantcd their Redemption by a new 
Covenant which ſhall not be broken, as their Fathers did 
break the fiiſt Covenant, but Feremah tells them, rhat if 
the Covenant of the Sun and the Moon could be diſanulled, yet 
this new Covenant ſhall not be broken, wherein the purpoſe ot 
God Almighty 1s,that when the Jews ſhail return from the 
errour of unbelietand hardnels of hearc, and look upon 
him whom chey have pierced, and mourn, &c. Then he 
will draw them by che Light of his Eternal Spirit, that he 
puc upon the MESSIAH ( in which he was called, 
[ as Iſaiah fajd | by che Name of the Eternal Father, and 

. G:d with i;s ) into the ſtace of bleſſing, where curfe thall 
never be any more found, that the glory and riches may 
be pofſefled and inherited, as a glory and riches given of 
their God indeed, that ſh 1 never more depart from them, 
but 1t iball be as ſure unto them, as the Covenant of God 
1s true and certain in himlelf, who can never change from 
the Truth of his God-head. 

Who therefore is that dark Me, or blind But amonoſt 
them thac will yer fay the man Meſſiah is to come, and 
meoke himicit giuiicy of his blood, and make his Father 
Iſrue!, and the cther Prophets Iyars, and fo exclude him- 
ſelfeyeilaftingly from the riches and glory that is ro be 
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given themin an unchangeable Covenant in an eternal 
ſtate of blifſe, where the glory and riches ſhall never cor- 
rupt, and in ſtead of imagining that ir is nigh at hand to 
le revealed, to put it, (it may be) 160. years more from 
their Generations, under the curſe of their {laughter of 
the Meſrah, which they muſt yer do, if the man M-ſrah 
were yet toOcom: f 

Surely any (encible feeling man among them reading 
this, cannot chule bur perceive this plain caſe, ſpoken of 
by their Fathers, and now opened by little worm Taceb 
that was very low, but now is Ariling, Appearing, and 
Spreading his faceto the ends of the Earth, that he may 
henceforth live in the glory of his appointed day of 
brightneſteven forever and ever. 

Well, ſeeing the Jews ſhall not have the glory and 
riches of promiſe in the way of their fooliſh exp«C&ations 
C wherein they would have itina curſeand fo as not to 
hold it} but in the way of the wiſe God of 7acoh to be 
held in the glory of Incorruption for ever ; I therefore 
would labour to open untothem that way, (which Tſaiah 
declared) wherein all they that believe ſhall be led into 
the incorruptable life, which is thebleſſed State, thet be- 
ing prepared andled thereinto, they may fiſt receive, 
and afterwards hold the riches and glory everlaſtingly,ac- 
cording to the Covenant of promile, 

T will give him for a way, and for an high way wherein the 
wayfariug man though fools cannot err. And be ſhall be for « 
ſign and an Enſigne to the people, faid God through his Pro- 
phet IS A, And MAL AC. further ſaid, he ſhall fit as & 
Fuller, and as a Refiner, purifying the Sons of Leviz Now that 
they may know how and where the Mrſiah appears, as a 
IVay, a Sign, an Enſign, a Fuller and Refixer, that they may 
notonly read the Prophets, but alſo underſtand them; it 
isin me firſt toſhew them ( according to the Prophets ) 
what the Meſſiah in the ſubſtance is, that they may not be 
alwayes gazing after that which cannot redeem, ranſom 
nor reſtore them from the captivity, inſtead of that which 
only can and muſt doit, that they may not alwayes mils 
it through a miſunderſtanding of that which is to _ it, 

od 
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God ſaid( through Iſa. > that the ME SSTAH ſhould 
be called the Eternal Father, and God withus; Soif the 
Jews bclieve in God, then they muſt needs think that God 
gives not his own name of Eteraity unto any thing that 1s 
not of his own nature, hence 1t is evident that che name 
was not given to the viſible body of fleſh ( which cannot 
redeem the captivity, forit was not fo wrought in Moſes 
day ) bur to che in viſible [pirit that only can ranſfome the 
captivity ( as it appeared with MOSES at the red Sea) 
which (T/a. ſaid God did put upon the ME SSIAH 
anvinting him above all his fellows with that ſpirit that could 
Properly bear the Name of the Ererxal Father, or God with 
4s, becauſe it was ſo, andit 1s fo, to all that purely believe. 
In which reſpe& hefaigd to their Fathers, you know me not, 
whereat they wondered, for they did know that viſible 
body of fleth that was called Feſ!s the Son of Foſeph the 
Carpenter, of which body ( that they did know) he told 
them plainly that he bare not witnels, but only bare wit- 
neſs of the Eteras! Father, whom their Fathers did not 
know, | 
Well therefore ſaid Iſa. I wil! give him for a Light of the 
Gentiles, and to them that ſit in darkneſs, in the ſhadow of death, 
that he may be my Salvation to the ends of the Farth ; whence 
they may all calily underftand, that the light which ſhall 
be the Salvation of God, tothe exds of the Earth, muſt needs 
| be the way of their Redemption and ranſome, yea and 
theRedeemer and Ranſomer from cheir captivity, or elſe 
they muft deny their Salvation from their miſery, and 
conſequently lye in it everlaſtingly through unbelief, be- 
cauſe another Prophet alſo witnefleth to the ſame, ſaying, 
220t by battle, wor by tow, but by my Spirit ſaith the Lord; So if 
they will come( in very Truth ) to believe the Prophets, 
whom (in word) they ſay they believe, the day of their 
Redemption will quickly come upon them, even at una« 
wares, | 

Now where the Mcfiah or Spirit of the Ecernal Father 
appears as a way, is very plain and eafie to be diſcerned, 
( thatis co ſay ) inevery perſons Conſcience, which as a 
Light ſhineth into the darkneſs of the Jews hearts in this 
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the time of the black Is which they are greatly 
clonded, and dilcovers unto them the extream finfull 
courle of their lives in all manner of the malice of Topher, 
and beaſtlinefle of unclean luſts which flows among them 
as the kiver Nzlus into the mouth of the Sea, in which 
fate it is impoſflible for them to receive, and retaii the 
riches and glory of promiſe without making it a very noi- 
ſome ftink in the earth; wherefore as the Mrfiabor light of 
the Spirit of che eternal Father appears inwardly as Gd 
with us, which is the glorious way of perfe@ion, lonext it 
1s of worth for the Jews to know how he operates in this 
his way, as a Fuller and as a Refizer inthe inward parts, 
making fit for the riches andglory &c. co which purpoſe 
(for their ſakes) this is the Spirits dire&tion and counſel 
tothem all without reſpe& of perſons. 
© houſe and families of Fudah draw near, and come ye unto 
this Fountain which is ſet and ſetting open for you, and for Feru- 
ſalem to bathe and to waſh in, enter ye into that we'l-ſpring of 
the pure Light which ariſeth in all your Conſciences, caſt your 
minds wholly into it, aud plunge your ſouls entirely in the ſame, 
and there you ſha!l inwardly aud ſecretly feel the labour of the 
ſecret Spirit with you, waſhing you as with nitre, and rubbing 
your hearts as the clath in the hands of the Fuller, and ſuffering 
his operation you will quickly come to ſee your crimſon and ſcarlet 
finful ſouls become as white as wooll and ſnow, which will per= 
fefly renew and reſtore you intothe glorious ſinulitude of the firſ? 
mans bleſſed ſtate, wherein the glory and riches can onely be re= 
ceived and retained, of which reſtoration God made a ſure cove- 
nant, before Abraham, Iſaac, Jacob, Moſes, or any other of 
the Prophets were created, ſaying in this wiſe, The ſeed of the 
woman ſhall bruiſe the Serpents head, to which ſeed you are 
bereby inwardly direGed, to find its vertue and power operating 
even unto the perfeft effet of bruiſing the Serpents head in your 
ſelves, the wbich when it is wreught, you will plainly ſee your 
tate to be reſtored as the firſt mans was, before tranſgreſſion was, 
end you muſt needs think, (as I am afiured) that becauſe you ſhall 
be ſuch a tranſparent glory as is covenanted of God, ( yea T well 
knowing wherein the riches and glory of promiſe unto you, ſhall bg 
infinitely a more excellent and _— glory then that in _ 
IM 
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Adam was in his perfed innocency) therefare the riches cannot be 
received and retained is a ſtate of 1 and corruption, or any jot 
ſhort of mans firſt ſtate in innocency, 
Now if che Jewes do believe that ever they ſhall bea 
ſan&iftied people to the holy God of Tſracl, (which will 
makethem throughly rich and glorious within and with» 
out \it would ſeem tobea marvellous ching if they ſhould 
think that ict ſhould be inany other way then the Prophets 
do te} them, as | have opened firſt through the Fullers 
waſhing tkeir ſouls in the fountain of Fydah, and now ſe- 
condarily in the manner of that other diſpenſation ſpo- 
ken of concerning the Meſish, or Light of the Spirit of 
the eternal Father in them, appearing in the office of a 
Refiner it 18 in me to example forth (in plainnefſe and eali- 
nefſe) unto them, whereby in a happy leaſon they may all 
come to receive him, as he is given unto them co work 
within and without them,an everlaſting redemption for them 
from all captivity and thraldom. 
 _ Idire&all cheir minds to dwell and inhabit in that 
Light of the eternal Father in all their Conſciences, that 
they may feel it as a fire in their bowels burning on the 
fuel of lyes, and all deceitful words, and ſoas they give 
their minds into this holy fire, they will come to ſee a 
ſweet, glorious, and raviſhing unity of their ſouls with the 
everlaſting burnings, whoſe flames wilgive them a through 
light co apprehend that all the lyes and deceitful words 
are burnt up and utterly conſumed with the fire, which 
thing being done, they muſt needs know that nothing but 
Truth remains 7x tbe inward parts, becauſe Truth is of the 
nature of che fire, and can never conſume in the flames 
thereof; and when they perceive that the Light in the 
Conſcience is of fo glorious a vertue as tocleanſe the foul 
from lyes and deceicful words, by which all fin entred inx 
tothe world, they muſt abſolucely be perſwaded that the 
Light (being of che eternal Father ) cannot change from 
its nature, property, vertue, and power, that as it was 
loved and adhered unto in the ixward convincement, and 
burning up of that one ſort of fin through which all fin 
entred into the world, if the ſame inward light be loved 
and 
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and joyned untoas a conſuming fre that can burn up all 
ſin, 16 will as ſurely conſume all fins, as it conſumed thar 
- oneſort of ſin (viz. )lyes; and ſo through the meltings of 
their hearts in the holy furnace, their ſouls will be pertect- 
Jy purified as the gold that is ſeven times tried inthe fice, 
Thus they may plainly fee what the Meſpab is in all their 
Conſcicnces,who can never be more cleaily feen,and bert- 
ter known then by his zzward work and operation ( as the 
Prophet ſpeaks of him) asa Fuller aud Refiner to the pur- 
pole of their purification, that when this firlt part of his 
work is wrought in and among the T-ws, making them 
meet and fic to receive and rerain the riches and g ory,1m- 
medgiarely then he may lead them into the fuli potlcilion 
and everlaſting unchangeable inhericance thereof, accor- 
ding to the Covenant of promiſe ; for except this fi: it be, 
they might ealily chink that 1f they had all the glories thac 
are in the earth, and ten thouſand times more then they 
can think, if they had it bat in a ſtace of corruption, 1t 
could not be a glory in the eye of the holy God of Tre!, 
but an abſolute ſtink in the noſtrils of the God of Tacob, 
and a curſe before him continually; and it 1s allo ealie to 
be diſcerned, that if corrupt men have corruptible riches 
and glory added co their corruption, it makes them not 
more holy but more corrupt, and conſequently not moie 
bleſſed, but more curſed; and therefore the wiſe God of 
Iſrael will not give the riches and glory in the Iews foolith 
way, but will give it in his own wiſe way, according to the 
Prophets (as I have plainly opened) and will make ſure of 
his work, co make the Tews ſurely his own people, ſurely in 
Covenant with him never more to depart from him, bur 
co remain for ever with himin the ſtace of everlaſting ble{- 
fing, where there ſhall be no more tranſgreJjon nor curſe, 
becauſe tranſzreſſion was alwayes the breach of the Cove- 
nant between God and his people, onely on his peoples 
part, and there was neverany other breach belides it, and 
therefore of neceſſity as the new Covenant isan everlaſting 
and unalterable Covenant in which the Tews ſhall pofleſie 
the riches and glory, ſoit muſt be held in the blefſed ſtate 
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- man among them can ever deny. 

Therefore well may they chink chat they have a great 
occaſion to prize the mercy of the God of their Facher Iſ- 
ral, whonow gives them to know thac che light of the 
Spirit of che eternal Father ( which was put upon the man 
Meſiiah) is the true Meſſiah in the ſubſtance towork among 
them in his officeof a Frller and Refixer, and to ſee him as 
the way which the wayfaring men though fools Cannot erre there= 
in, the which may clearly appear unto every Confcience 
among them, becauſe no ſin can poſſibly be commicted in 
union with the Light in the Conſcience, which is as a bur- 
ning fire againſt all ſin, I ſay itis athing impoſſible becaule 
the :nviſible Light in its nature is eternally pure, and con- 
crarytoall fin,and therefore all chey that walk in the pure 


way of the Light, not going ont of it, is as impoſſible for 


cthemco erre or fin (though fools and wayfaring men as 
the Prophet tells them) which not an honeſt rational man 
among them can ever deny. 

When the Jews are come thus far into the true way, then 
they ſhall know the Meſa co be the true lign within them, 
and the glorious Enlign ſpread among them, the everlait- 
ing Counſellor untothem, and the true Leader and Cap- 


tain of their Salvation, and all beſides that the Prophets. 


have ſpoken of him unto them, which will be the day 
wherein they will clap their hands and lea) for joy, and ſound 
os the ſhouts of the rewown of their God, that the earth ſhall rent 

with his praiſe. | 
Yet foraſmuch as the Jews have a conſtant eye fixed on 
the carnal Ordinances that were given by Moſes unco 
chem (that 1s toſfay the Sacrifices and Oblations as they were 
 miniſtred by aro for the fins of the people ) chat through 
a continual vail of ignorance they may not alwaies and 
for ever loſe the glory of promite, I am moved in Spirit 
(in this wiſe) colhew them; That though Moſes his glory 
was fuch in the eyes of their dark Fathers, that they 
could not behold his face for the glory and brightneſfle 
thereof, and therefore was forced to cafta vail over it, 
that he might diſpenſe che Law untothem, yea aud though 
Moſes talked with God face to face, yet Moſes faw not Gods 
face, 
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face, for God told him that he could not ſee his face attd 
live, and therefore ſhewed him onely his backer. parts, as 
the record witnetſech : So that when the Jews eyes ſhall 
be opened, chen they ſhall ſee, that as Moſes ſaw but Gods 
backer parts, ſo he could miniſter unco their Fathers bur 
the lower, weaker, and backer Ordinaxces, and not the face 
of the glory into which the Jews ſhall be everlaſtingly (wal- 
Luwed and wrapped up; becaule them external and car- 
nal Sacrifices and Oblations were continually offered for 
the fins of che people, but when the people ſhall come 
unco that which will wrap them up into the bleſſing where 
there is no more in nor curſe, then undeniably they muſt 
needs ſee the end of all the carnal Sacrifices; for where 
chere is no more fin there can be no more Sacrifice for {in; 
wherefore the laſt Sacrifice that is to be among the Jews 
is this, {to wit) faithfully aud wholly to offer themſelves, ſouls 
«nd minds unto their God in the fire of the Refiner which purifieth 
from all ſin, in which they {hill aſſuredly fee the end of 
all an, and conſequently the aſſured end of all the car- 
nal Ocdinances, Sacrifices, and Oblations offered for tn; 
and the laſt waſhing that ſhall be among the Jews, ſhall be in 
the Eternal Fountain, (that is ſet and\etting open for 7uda/ 
and Feruſalcm to bath and to waſh in) which cleanſerh from 
all ſin, and conſequently bringeth the end of all o;ber waſh- 
#17sS, 

"Add whereas Moſes ſaw but the backer parts of God, I 
could nakedly cell a crue believing feed of Abraham, That 
God from the beginning never had pleaſure (imply) 
in the {laughter of Bulls, Goats, Hceifers, Sheep, Lambs, 
burning of tat, or offering any other viible Creaturein 
that kind; for in all char God ſpake co Moſes through 
theſe things, Moſes did not ſeethe face of God, nor under- - 
ſtood his moſt glorious oraculous voice, but onely ſaw his 
backer parts, (o wherein Moſes (im his weakneſle of under- 
ſtanding of the Oracles of the higheſt Majeſty ) was accep- 
ted of God in cffering the (aid externals,was onely in re- 
ſpe& to the fear that was in Myſes his heart, (which carried 
him forth to obey to the utmoſt of the backer parts which 
heſai) or weaknefle of his underſtanding of the eternal 

Oracles, 


( 14) , a; 
Qracles, which thing the Prophets do manifeſtly explain?' 
telling the I-ws[nakedly] that God hath no pleaſure in any of 


thoſe things, for all the beaſts of the forreſts were his,and he was 


more then ten thouſand Rivers of opl,and he needed them 
not, but ſaid t!at 0 obey was better then ſacrifice, for when- | 


their Fathers went out of the obedience that Moſes ſtood 
in, and departed fromthe fear that led Moſes in obed'ence 
to offer the ſaid externals {ſuppoſing in the integrity of 
his heart, that that was the thing that God required ef
